IGNORANCE  OF  CURRENT  QUES¬ 
TIONS  A  GREAT  MENACE  TO 
OUR  DEMOCRACY. 

II.  A.  Foster. 

(Continued  from  last  issue.) 


Is  it  now  interesting  to  contemplate 
what  might,  or  might  not,  have  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  summer  of  103-1  had  we 
previously  busied  ourselves  to  know 
half  as  much  of  real  conditions  then 
indicating  war  as  we.  now  presume  to 
know  of  causes  which  actually  produc¬ 
ed  war '?  Even  omitting  all  evidence 
made  available  by  the  contingencies 
of  the  war  itself,  was  there  not  avail¬ 
able  to  historical  scrutiny,  if  only  it 
had  been  exercised,  many  times  over 
sufficient  evidence  to  alarm  us  to  pre¬ 
ventive  measures  against  the  reign  of 
which  we  became  victims?  With  all 
due  respect  for  the  proverbial  dispari¬ 
ty  between  “hindsight’’  and  “fore¬ 
sight”  is  it  not  an  unanswerable  in¬ 
dictment  to  say  that  in  1914  our  inter¬ 
preters  of  the  times  failed  us?  Here 
is  an  acknowledgement  from  one  of 
the  leading  American  historical  stu¬ 
dents:  “When  the  war  broke  out  In 
1914  everyone  in  America  was  aston¬ 
ished  and  almost  everyone  was  quite 
unable  to  understand  the  fundament¬ 
al  causes  of  it.”  Another  leading 
American  historian  says:  “ .  .  .  .  it 
(the  war)  is  the  most  important  single 
event  in  the  whole  history  of  Europe 
and  perhaps  of  the  world.”  Yet  this 
greatest  of  events  came  practically 
unheralded  so  far  as  the  people  of  Eu¬ 
rope  or  the  world  were  concerned.  We 
hear  a  voice  from  the  (lusty  archives 
exclaim,  “We  are  not  engaged  in  pro¬ 
fessional  prophecy.”  Evidently  not, 
yet  prophets  we  must  have,  and  pro¬ 
phets  we  always  do  have,  such  as  they 
are.  If  the  historian's  product  does 
not  contribute  to  the  life  of  the  race 
by  furnishing  a  more  intelligent  lead¬ 
ership,  where,  pray,  shall  we  enter  his 
credit?  Must  we  he  content  with  tlie 
barren  solace  of  the  drunkard  who 
said,  “I  don’t  know  where  I’m  go¬ 
ing,  but  I ’m  on  my  way,”  or  shall  we 
concentrate  all  the  technical  and 
scientific  skill  of  many  of  our  very 
best  historical  students  in  an  attempt 
to  envisage  at  least  the  immediate  fu¬ 
ture  to  the  end  that  the  next  greatest 
world  event  may  not  fall  upon  us  as 
a  thief  in  the  night?  And  have  not 
teachers  and  writers  of  history  labor¬ 
ed  under  too  great  misapplication  of 
that  grog  philosophy  that  fact  must 
he  seasoned  with  age  before  genuine 
or  palatable  to  the  historical  sense? 
Time  may  hare  the  truth,  and  it  may 
also  obscure  it.  In  a  cross-sect  ion  of 
the  passing  historical  current  there  Is 
always  a  great  detail  wtilc'i  if  not 
photographed  at  the  time  is  gone  for¬ 
ever.  We  need  historians  with  such 
a  passion  for  current  truth  that  they 
should  set  as  their  goal  a  complete  and 
continual  presentation  of  nil  this  pho¬ 
tographic  detail  in  nil  its  proper  pro- 
lions.  A  prominent  American  histor¬ 
ian  recently  expressed  his  emphatic 
disapproval  of  the  idea  that  one  should 
know  more  of  Andrew  Jackson  whom 
he  hud  uot  seen,  than  of  Theodore 
Roosevelt  whom  he  hurt  seen.  Of 
course,  private  correspondence,  the 


proceedings  of  secret  diplomacy,  and 
certain  other  forms  of  historical  source 
must  await  the  revelations  of  time, 
hut  for  historians,  on  this  ground,  to 
attempt  to  console  a  world  impatient 
for  current  interpretative  Intelligence 
seems  as  absurd  as  au  attempt  of  tiic 
physician  to  console  li is  patient  eager 
for  diagnosis,  by  saying,  “The  svm- 
toms  have  not  clearly  developed  yet, 
but  don't,  be  alarmed,  just  rest  quiet¬ 
ly  now  and  be  assured  that  all  will 
be  revealed  at  the  autopsy.” 

Now  this  necessity,  on  the  part,  not 
only  of  our  leaders,  but  also  of  the 
public  at  large,  for  a  more  scrutiniz¬ 
ing  insight  into  the  course  of  events 
seems  to  me  one  of  the  most  pressing 
reforms  for  our  educational  system. 
It.  looks  to  a  conservation  of  civiliz¬ 
ing  elements  already  obtained,  as  well 
as  to  the  creation  of  the  new.  We 
shall  be  rich  in  the  achievements 
which  make  for  a  better  race  rather 
by  what  we  retain  than  by  a  super¬ 
abundance  of  creation.  The  world  Is 
greatly  in  need  of  politico*  and  social 
containers  for  products  already 
wrought,  for  containers  which  stand 
the  test,  or  avoid  the  impact  of  Inter¬ 
nationa.]  collision.  And  in  seeking 
this  modus  vivemli  the  combined  in¬ 
telligence  of  the  race  must  be  center¬ 
ed  upon  the  solution  of  problems 
which  are  mainly  political  and  social. 
How  shall  we  secure  this  educational 
reform? 

It  is  essentially  a  democratic  move¬ 
ment.  As  calamity  falls  soonest  and 
most  heavily  on  the  common  man,  so 
should  he  he  most,  concerned  in  its 
avoidance.  The  prices  of  his  pro¬ 
ducts,  h is  wages,  and  the  freedom  and 
security  of  his  person  are  ail  vitally 
involved  in  an  extension  of  his  know¬ 
ledge  and  control  in  current  things. 
There  must  well  up  from  beneath  a 
universal  demand  for  a  leadership 
which  continually  reflects  an  intelli¬ 
gent  interpretation  of  the  times. 
There  must  he  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  an  ever  more  widely  reading  pub¬ 
lic  a  more  reliable  interpretative  cur¬ 
rent  literature.  The  t earners  of  all 
the  public  schools  should  greatly  ex¬ 
ert  themselves  to  enliven  their  stu¬ 
dents  to  a  sense  of  private  Mini  public 
interest  in  the  monthly,  weekly,  and 
daily  news.  When  the  teachers  have 
created  among  the  rising  generation 
a  passion  for  the  truth  of  things  they 
need  most,  and  are,  in  far?,  most  eag¬ 
er  to  know,  there  will  he  created  a 
great  demand  for  a  higher  class  cur¬ 
rent  literature.  Men  of  flic  most  his¬ 
torical  vein  will  become  editors  and 
take  the  “yellow”  out  of  journalism. 
More  hooks  on  recent  happenings  Avill 
come  from  the  pens  of  skilled  histor¬ 
ians.  Thus  the  people  largely  through 
the  stimulating  agency  of  the  public 
school  teachers  may  oust  from  his 
archival  haunts  the  conservative  and 
timid  historian  to  administer  to  a  fam¬ 
ishing  democracy  a  potion  of  the  so¬ 
cial  and  political  elixir  of  life. 

There  is  sufficient  ground  at  this 
time,  it  seems  to  mo,  for  u  real  cru¬ 
sade  for  this  type  of  information. 
For  the  world  is  won  to  democratic 
theory  before  the  rank  and  file  are 
fitted  to  assume  its  responsibilities  in 
practice.  We  find  many  would-be  cit¬ 


izens  involved  in  the  contradiction  of 
wanting  democracy  on  the  supposi¬ 
tion  that  it  is  a  form  of  social  order 
which  they  can  let  alone. 

Of  all  types  of  government  in  the 
world  a  democracy  is  that  one  which 
we  can  least,  afford  to  let  alone.  Pop¬ 
ular  sovereignty  cannot  be  more  than 
the  handiwork  of  popular  intelligence 
envisaged  in  political  action.  With 
ninety  per  cent  of  our  rising  genera¬ 
tion  never  getting  beyond  the  graded 
schools;  and  with  the  alarming  rev¬ 
elations  of  illiteracy  among  our  sol¬ 
diers,  we  are  made  to  hold  our  breath 
while  a.  certain  political  leader  pro¬ 
claims,  “We  have  become  the  world's 
teacher  in  the  science  of  government.” 

There  is  one  characteristic  of  so- 
called  democratic  society  which  has 
got  to  he.  abandoned.  I  refer  to  Its 
custom  of  doing  things  only  when  it 
lias  to  do  them.  If.  preventive  medi¬ 
cine  is  good  for  the  community’s 
health,  why  is  it  not  good  for  its  pol¬ 
itics?  A  keen  interpretive  sensitive¬ 
ness  to  public  need  should  constantly 
anticipate  constructive  measures  of 
appropriate  reform: 

We  need  no  better  illustration  of 
the  calamity  of  this  let-alone  atti¬ 
tude  than  the  present  educational  sit¬ 
uation  throughout  the  country.  The 
policy  of  many  school  boards  and 
school  administrations  has  been  and 
still  is,  to  drive  the  best  bargain  pos¬ 
sible  with  the  teachers.  The  imme¬ 
diate  result  everybody  knows,  but 
the  ultimate  result  is  not  realized,  or 
if  it  is,  there  is  criminal  neglect  of 
social  need. 

Those  who  employ  teachers  may 
complain  of  the  lack  of  taxation  and 
dismiss  the  matter  as  being  beyond 
their  range  of  responsibility.  When 
they  stop  with  this  they  only  exhibit: 
tin*  common  characteristics  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  democratic  society.  It  Is 
tiit>  privilege  and  duty  of  democrats 
at  least  to  be  agitators  of  needed  re¬ 
forms,  even  to  the  extent  of  getting 
red  in  the  face  in  emergencies.  We 
have  hoard  of  no  instances  of  unusual 
blood  pressure  among  our  public  ser¬ 
vants  whose  duty  it  Is  to  employ 
lone  hers.  Yet  this  is  the  way  of  our 
democracy  in  most  things;  we  do  not 
budge  until  it  is  to  our  immediate  in¬ 
terest  to  do  so  or  until  we  have  to. 

If  there  are  not  enough  brains  loft 
in  tlie  teaching  profession  To  put  in¬ 
to  the  minds  of  the  next  generation  a 
different  theory  and  practice  of  dem¬ 
ocratic  responsibility  then  calamity 
will  teach  the  lesson  and  collect  the 
remuneration  by  force,  »nxos  or  no 
taxes. 

On  every  hand,  we  hour  It  said  that 
tin*  future,  in  divers  ways,  is  to  make 
unheard  of  demands  upon  popular  in¬ 
telligence.  Rapid  transportation  on 
sea  and  in  air,  the  transmission  of  In¬ 
formation  on  the  u  ut  ru  mine  led  waves 
of  wireless  lightning,  amt  the  conse¬ 
quent  enlargement  of  industrial,  com¬ 
mercial  and  social  activity  bring  us 
overnight  face  to  face  with  peoples 
•iiul  systems  of  whom  we  know  too 
little.  Hut  while  we  experience  a 
startling  extensive  expansion  of  inter¬ 
ests  we  also  experience  an  intensive 
expansion  of  interests,  The  growth 
of  our  own  numbers  at  home  uud  the 


consequent,  intensity  of  the  struggle, 
for  existence  produce  a  greater  com-, 
plexit.y  of  interests  in  our  own  midst. 
Hence,  with  an  enlarged  life  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  it.  behooves  us  to 
expand  our  social  and  historical  intel¬ 
ligence  accordingly.  We  must,  become 
more  acquainted  with  the  traditions, 
prejudices,  and  detailed  contempyr’ 
nrv  life  of  our  new  neighbors  “yv.er. 
there.”  Thus  only  can  wo  understand, 
them,  sympathize  Avith  them,  uqd  li\-e, 
with  them  in  democracies  safe  for. 
the  world. 

Our  hope  lies  in  the  energy,  judg¬ 
ment,  and  vision  of  our  teachers.' 
While  avo  are  “vitalizing”  so  many 
agencies  for  material  production,  we 
must  “vitalize”  citizenship.  Most, 
of  our  troubles  today  may  be  attrib¬ 
uted  to  the  absence  of  social  and,'  po- 
litical  institutions  and  ideas  sufficient 
to  keep  intact  the  material  achieve¬ 
ments  already  Avrought.  Our  ca-o1a-- 
big  society  is  a  noble  conception  if. 
only  it  is  accompanied  by  an  evor- 
Avidcning  individual  sense,  of  cooper¬ 
ative  action  ami  responsibility  in  tlie 
community’s  life.  Here  is  the  task 
of  tlie  teacher.  Wliat  Avill  you  do 
with  it?

Development  of  Commercial  Art 
in  China. 

Almost  before  the  dawn  of  our 
v. astern  civilization,  China  had  the 
highest  art  of  any  nation,  excelling 
all  others  in  porcelains,  bronzes,  metal 
works  and  paintings. 

The  latter  were  true  to  nature  but 
1  ml  a.  spirited  meaning  that  surpassed 
the  art  of  other  countries.  Craft, 
work,  iu  the  printing  of  goods  and 
household  utensils  showed  wonderful 
art  in  color  and  design. 

hi  recent  centuries  even  previous 
to  the  coming  of  factories,  the  Chinese 
copied  their  old  masters  until  the  re¬ 
lationship  to  reality  .and  spirituality 
was  lost,  They  had  no  desire  for  or- 
i'-iinality  but  were  content  with  copies, 
Now  the  introduction  of  democrat- 
i-  ideas  and  the  knowledge  that  the 
United  States  is  the  exponent  of 
them  .shows  its  influence. 


The  Chinese  have,  abandoned  the 
good  in  the  art  of  their  own  civiliza¬ 
tion.  They  do  not  see  the  art  in  their 
own  old  masterpieces  but.  copy  our 
machine  made  products  in  jewelry, 
furniture,  porcelain,  and  paintings  so 
failing  to  develop  the  distinctive  gen¬ 
ius  of  the  people. 

This  in  itself  is  bad  and  is  bad  also 
economically.  .Seventy  or  eighty  silk 
factories  have  opened  recently  in 
China.  Altho  they  learned  much  in 
improving  the  silk  fiber  thru  breeding 
of  silk  worms  and  are  producing  a  far 
superior  quality  of  silk,  they  do  not 
know  how  to  design  their  own  pat¬ 
terns.  These  are  designed  in  Europe 
and  imported  to  China  for  their  looms. 

The  mission  of  the  art  teacher  who 
goes  to  China  now  is  to  give  the  es¬ 
sentials  of  art,  those  which  are  true 
at  all  times  and  places;  to  show  the 
beautiful  in  the  old  masterpieces;  to 
develop  in  the  people  some  initiative 
and  originality  in  making  their  own 
designs. 

The  doing  of  this  will  result  in  the 
employment  of  women  in  factories  as 
designers.  It  will  give  to  them  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  living  without 
entering  mechanical  factory  work. 

Teachers  from  the  United  States 
are  needed.  Positions  arc  open  in 
high  schools,  colleges,  and  industrial 
schools.  Persons  can  go  as  teachers 
or  as  missionaries. 

The  missionaries  stay  a  definite 
term  of  years,  but  the  teacher  may  go 
for  one  year  only.

DEPARTMEMNT  NOTES. 

ART. 

The  art  classes  are  doing  some 
very  interesting  work. 

One  class  lias  completed  several 
books,  applying  the  principles  of  de¬ 
sign  and  of  book  binding.  Another 
class  that  lias  been  studying  archi¬ 
tecture  and  types  of  houses  is  mak¬ 
ing  house  plans. 

The  class  in  art  structure  has 
been  drawing  a  section  of  the  art 
room  and  some  of  the  houses  of  the 
town,  in  this  work  all  principles  of 
perspective  are  used. 

BIOLOGY. 

Tito  bacteriology  class  is  discover¬ 
ing  unbelievable  and  astonishing 
facts.  All  mom  hers  of  tho  class  had 
heard  oftentimes  «>!’  certain  minute 
organisms  which  infested  all  parts 
<T  iho  raith,  but  not  until  the  Inst 
six  week  d  d  any  of  them  know  that 


this  world  was  so  thickly  Inhabited 
by  such  hosts  of  microorganisms 
known  as  bacteria. 

These  bacteria  are  all  colors  of 
the  rainbow  and  some  colors  which 
arc  not  in  the  rainbow:  yellow, 
green,  blue,  brown,  white  and  one 
'ninety  is  called  irrcdeseeiit,  for  when 
held  in  the  sunlight  one  can  see 
hundreds  of  colors  which  are  con¬ 
stantly  changing. 

The  two  most  interesting  experi¬ 
ments  were  made  of  air  and  water. 
Culture  plates  were  exposed  in  the 
following  places  for  ten  minutes  and 
the  corresponding  number  of  bacter¬ 
ia  colonies  were  counted  after  a 
growth  of  several  days:  Office,  3; 
cupboard.  182;  quiet  hall.  3:  quiet 
room,  3;  library,  12;  gym.  5;  after 
passing  of  classes,  !);  after  sweep¬ 
ing,  682;  out  of  doors.  53  2. 

In  several  cases  the  bacteria  seem 
very  scarce,  but  in  reality  had  a 
longer  time  been  allowed  for  growth 
many  more  colonies  would  have  ap¬ 
peared. 

The  experiment  on  city  water 
showed  there  was  on  the  average  1,- 
700  bactei.a  per  cubic  centimeter. 
This  is  an  astounding  number  and 
may  tighten  some  skeptics,  but  nev¬ 
er  fear.  They  are  all  of  them  ab¬ 
solutely  harmless.  Compared  with 
past  tests  of  the  city  water,  this  test, 
shows  that  it  is  now  purer  than  it 
has  been  for  some  time. 

These  facts  tend  to  show  us  that 
we  cannot  be  too  cleanly  in  regard 
to  food  and  water,  and  that  extreme 
caution  must  be  taken  in  the  wash¬ 
ing  of  dirty  dishes,  and  the  exposure 
of  foods  to  the  air. 

MUSIC. 

"  The  music  department  is  planning 
a  musical  program  which  will  be 
given  some  time  in  February.  The 
program  will  consist  of  voice  and  in¬ 
strumental  solos.  A  number  of  sel¬ 
ections  will  also  be  given  by  the 
College  Orchestra. 

An  article  entitled,  “The  Three 
Beethovens.”  by  James  Fred  Rogers, 
appeared  in  the  October  number  of 
the  Musical  Quarterly.  Dr.  Rogers 
taught  here  in  the  College  last  fall. 
After  organizing  his  classes  and 
teaching  a  while,  he  returned  to 
Yale  University,  where  he  will  re¬ 
ceive  his  degree.  Dr.  Rogers  will 
he  with  us  again  in  the  spring.

SCHOOL  TAX  INCREASED 

Both  branches  of  the  Kansas  legis¬ 
lature  have  taken  a  long  step  toward 
the  rescue  of  teachers  and  school 
children  in  that  state,  Kansas  is  try¬ 
ing  to  better  her  school  counditions  by 
providing  deco  nit  buildings  and  suf¬ 
ficient  salaries  for  her  teachers. 

The  general  educational  bills,  which 
provide  for  a  50  per  cent  increase  in 
the  tax  levies  for  school  purposes, 
were  passed  by  both  houses. 

The  passing  of  these  bills  will 
eliminate  the  closing  of  rural  schools 
on  account  of  not  having  sufficient 
funds  to  pay  teachers  only  a  few 
months  of  the  year.  It  will  also  in¬ 
crease  the  number  of  teachers  in  tho 
grade  schools  and  high  schools  and 
will  keep  them  employed  thru  tho 
school  year.
